In accordance with your request we have examined the general 
accounting records of the Town of Searsport, Maine for the year 
ending January 30, 1954.

Our examination was 
made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, 
and accordingly included such tests of the accounting records 
and such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in 
the circumstances; in addition thereto we have reconciled bank 
clearances and traced in detail the treasurer’s transactions.

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ROAD COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 


Extensive work on the bulkhead at Cottage Street was 
needed last summer. The old log culvert was replaced with a 
large metal one. We have tried wherever possible to lead water 
away from the roads, by means of ditching and the use of culverts. 
Several culverts need to be replaced on the Fowler road this 
summer. 


State Aid money last year was used to tar the Old Station 
Road and another section of Mt. Ephraim Road. No recon- 
struction work was done. 


The Old County Road was ditched and surfaced with the town 
road improvement money from the state. This road has for the 
past few years been a source of expense to the town, due to the 
washouts. This situation seems now to be eliminated to a great 
extent. | 


The tractor now about 15 years old seems to need extensive 
repairs each year, and we question the advisability of continuing 
much longer with them.

Average enrollment per grade in elementary schools is at 
present 30 pupils. There are three tuition pupils in the primary 
grades from Stockton Springs, and one tuition student in the 
High School from Frankfort. 


Within a period of three years, with larger classes coming on, 
the high school building will have about 180 pupils in attendance. 


Last August parents of sub-primary entering children were 
asked their preference for either an all-day or a half-day session 
and the vote was very much in favor of a half-day for these young 
children. After school began and enrollment larger than antici- 
pated, the school committee voted to divide the class into morn- 
ing and afternoon groups. School officials felt that this arrange- 
ment would mean more individual attention. However, there 
has been additional cost for the noon trip to convey pupils. 


Teachers 


At present there are 13 teachers in three schools and also a 
part-time music teacher. Last fall the committee (on recom- 
mendation by the high school principal and superintendent of 
schools) voted to engage a fourth teacher for the high school and 
that his services should begin in February, 1954 with the start of 
a new budget year. A fourth teacher was added to relieve the 
overload on three other teachers and more especially to reduce 
the size of classes. Biology and World History had 45 pupils each 
and an additional teacher made it possible to divide these classes. 
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Educators agree that no class should be larger than 30 in order to 
provide the best learning situation.

The teachers’ Minimum Wage Law, passed by the last 
legislature, compels towns to raise teacher salaries to certain 
levels. This is especially true where a teacher has three years 
training or more and has had many years of experience. In 
Searsport this state law compels the committee to raise the salaries 
of five teachers to the amount of $300.00 each for the coming 
year—a total of $1,500.00 in the elementary school budget. While 
it may be a strain to pay these additional amounts, Searsport is 
fortunate to have so many teachers with so much professional 
training. 

Our teachers are continually improving and increasing their 
professional training. At the present writing, five elementary 
teachers are enrolled in an extension course given by the Uni- 
versity of Maine and seven teachers are taking the Art Workshop 
which will be held in Searsport beginning February 23. 
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New Equipment 


Primary Building: the committee has purchased 25 new 
desk and chair units. It is the plan of the committee to acquire 
a similar number each year until outmoded desks are replaced. 


Grammar Building: a film strip projector; assistance 
given to the pupil account in the purchase of a moving picture 
machine. All three schools now are furnished with projectors. 
A World Reference Book was bought for the Grammar School. 


_High. School Building: an encyclopedia for grades seven 
and eight; a daylight moving picture screen for the building; a 
new typewriter and an adding machine for the Commercial 
Department. 


This equipment moves our schools further in the direction of 
a modern school system and more satisfactory educational tools. 


Repairs 


Primary Building: the front steps were repaired; part of 
the foundation in the rear of the building was improved to prevent 
drainage into the basement; stairs were built in the basement . 
from the floor to a window to provide for escape in case of fire or 
other possible danger. This last improvement is something 
parents have requested for some time. 


Grammar Building: the old, outmoded and inadequate 
lighting system was replaced with a modern system at a cost of 
$700.00; window frames and building trimmings were painted; 
the cesspool was repaired. 


The chief building improvement planned by the school com- 
mittee for next summer is the installation of a new heating system 
in the Grammar School Building. 


All will agree, I am sure, that it is good common sense to keep 
buildings in repair. 
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Finances 


The overdraft in the elementary account is due mainly to 
the expense of conveying sub-primary children at noon. The over- 
draft in the general account is due to costs of repairs in the Prim- 
ary Building. Furthermore, we have been rather generous in the 
purchase of new equipment. 


The school committee recommends the following approp- 
riations:

The increased appropriation request for elementary schools 
is caused entirely by raises for teachers under the new Minimum 
Wage Law. The large increase in the high school budget may be 
explained as follows: $2,500.00 for a fourth teacher; $600.00 less 
in the amount carried forward; two teachers are receiving $300.00 
more than at the time of last years budget; and there are other 
higher costs. 


Rising costs for schools is common to most towns throughout 
the state and nation and we can hardly hope to escape the general 
trend. However, it may be said there is a limit to which small 
towns can go in appropriating money. Furthermore, if the state 
legislature is forcing a Minimum Wage Law on the towns, it 
appears logical that more state money should be allocated for 
educational subsidies. 


Health 


For the third year, Searsport children have received sodium 
fluoride applications for the partial prevention of dental decay 
plus mouth health education. Efforts of the Parent-Teachers 
Association and School Board provided the services of a registered 
dental hygienist during a 15 day period in September 1953 to 
give these applications to 104 children. Sodium flurode appli- 
cations, when given at the right ages with the specified technique, 
usually prevent about one-half the dental decay that ordinarily 
occurs. 
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The milk program in our elementary schools is a valuable © 
health aid; and it is hoped that in time it will be possible to have 
a school lunch program. 


Some Conclusions and Observations 


Your school committee has been anxious to see that all 
grades and classes are supplied with up-to-date texts and that no 
child shall be without necessary books. Your committee is 
actively concerned with the selection of a new teacher, when a 
replacement is needed. 


Few towns are blessed with such a friendly feeling for schools 
and with so much cooperation from parents and citizens. _ 


Your teachers, as I have stated elsewhere, are constantly 
striving to improve their professional status. 


Waldo Pierce, Maine’s famous artist and resident of Sears- 
port, has presented each school building with some of his paint- 
ings; and we are all very appreciative of his thoughtfulness and 
interest. These paintings will grace the walls of our school 
buildings for many generations. 


Our schools need more library books: books of biography, 
travel and nature study-books to enrich the mind and kindle the 
imagination. 


Our schools need instrumental music—a band or an orch- 
estra. 


I wish to express my personal gratitude for the kindness and 
cooperation of Searsport citizens, and I am proud to be associated 
with the schools of the Town of Searsport.

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Superintending 
School Committee: 


With the addition of another teacher, the work at the High 
School is progressing more smoothly and efficiently than ever 
before. Mr. Grant has taken the two largest classes, World 
History and Biology, thereby making it possible to divide each 
of them into two groups of approximately twenty each. He has 
also taken two classes of English thus making it possible for each 
teacher to have one 45 minute period without a class. During 
this period all students who have no class recitation go to that 
room for study. This removes the necessity of conducting a class 
with fifteen or twenty pupils studying in the back of the room. 


The usual activities are being carried on this year. The 
Seniors have held their class play and have been earning money 
by selling candy and soft drinks at the Basketball games. 


Work on the preliminary speaking contest is now progressing 
Everyone in the school takes part in it. 


The local P. T. A. has generously donated a check to apply 
toward the purchase of material for indoor games. These are 
needed badly during the noon hour. Several of the P. T. A. mem- 
bers have contributed their time and skill in making ping pong 
tables and other game tables. The school wishes to thank them 
for their efforts. 


Of last year’s graduating class, Peter Perkins is at M. I. T. 
and Parker Clements is at Farmington State Teacher’s College. 


. The girls basketball team, coached by Mr. Shanahan has 
won a majority of its games and has made a creditable showing. 
Prospects for next year are good. 
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Mr. Pooler has coached the boys again this year, and has 
done ‘a great deal to help them think and act clearly along the 
lines of clean living and good sportsmanship. The team at this 
time has won exactly one half of its games. It will play in the 
regional tournament at Stonington, conducted by the State 
Principal’s Association. 


The enrollment has increased over last year and promises to 
show a substantial increase next year.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


It is always a pleasure to write an Annual Report for a Com- 
munity which realizes the value of a good health program. That 
the people of Searsport do appreciate good health service is shown 
in the frequent requests that come for special help for individuals 
and families. When a Public Health Nurse has to divide her 
time with so many towns, too little time is available for any town. 
It is a saving of time when the community people cooperate in 
the program to such an extent as to recognize their problems and 
refer them to the Nurse. Because of such cooperation in your 
town it was possible to make 248 home visits this year. 


Home visiting is one of the basic services given by the Nurse 
whith results in some of the greatest benefits to the Community. 
At this time the Nurse has the best opportunity to discuss family 
health and to give instruction regarding such questions as how 
to give the best care to the sick, what to prepare for the new baby, 
what foods will give the most value for the money, how to make 
an elderly person in the home more comfortable and how to obtain 
medical and clinical advice for handicapped children. 


Another valuable service to the community is that provided 
for the very young citizens through the Child Health Conference. 
It is through these Conferences that many of the children of 
your community are given their start toward a healthy life. Dr. 
Torrey has given physical examinations to 35 infant and pre- 
school children at the 5 Conferences held in your town. Im- 
munization against Dihptheria, Whooping Cough and Tetanus 
were given to 22 children and 10 were vaccinated against Small- 
pox. Much of the credit for the success of these Conferences 
goes to the untiring efforts of the Health Committee of your local 
P. T. Association. Without their assistance such Conferences 
would have been impossible. 
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Hearing tests were given with the Audiometer to 216 school 
children which included all those above the 3rd grade. ~ Some 
hearing loss was shown in 29 children and the families have been 
notified to seek medical advice. 


Schick tests were given to 308 school children followed by 
Immunization Clinics in which 66 students were immunized 
against Dihptheria, 49 against Whooping Cough and 142 against 
Tetanus. 35 students were vaccinated against Smallpox. This 
year a change was made in the season of the year and the School 
Immunization Program was conducted so the figures are a little 
misleading as the work done in this calendar year report includes 
the latter part of the school year of 1952-53 as well as 1953-54. 


At this time we wish to express appreciation for the privilege 


of working with you in the improvement of your Community

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REPORT OF THE SEARSPORT SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The wisdom of the voters of Searsport in authorizing the con- 
struction of their new high school in 1951 is now standing the 
test. Adequate school housing is our prized possession in 1954, the 
educational opportunities of our boys and girls have never been 
better. However, let our goal be constant improvement, that 
our future citizens may be better equipped to meet the problems 
of an ever changing world. 


The trustees of the Searsport School District hereby report the 
financial expenditures of said district and the physical condition 
of the new school building. In June of 1952, the District, by au- 
thority of Chapter 143 of the Private and Special Laws of Maine, 
1949, gave its negotiable promissory note, in the sum of $65,000. 
to the First Portland National Bank, to mature and become pay- 
able serially and annually, with interest at 21% per centum per 
annum, for specified amounts thereafter to and including Nov- 
ember 1962. We believe this was a favorable business trans- 
action for the taxpayer. The first payment on the principal, 
plus two semi--annual payments of interest was made in 1953. 


In the care of the building itself, two coats of exterior paint 
were applied over the coat of primer paint which was recommended 
for the first year. This should preserve the good appearance of the 
building for several additional years. Completely encircling the 
exterior foundation a black tarvia strip was laid to protect the 
finish and appearance of the building. Another major under- 
taking this past summer was the grading and seeding of the 
grounds. The beauty and the setting of the new school will be 
enhanced thereby. 


In the interior, the future home economics room was made 
more ready by the finished carpenter work and painting. A new 
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laboratory teachers desk was made and installed, and cabinet 
work for the storage of laboratory equipment is now under way. 


We once more urge upon our citizens that they make it their 
business to visit and inspect this fine addition to our school system.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, we have audited the general 
and trust fund accounting records of the Town of Searsport, Maine 
for the year ending January 31, 1955. We have directly examined 
records of the town clerk affecting accounting procedure and the 
administration of the town. Our examination was made in ac- 
cordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and accord- 
ingly included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circum- 
stances. 


We herewith submit our report, consisting of exhibits, sched- 
ules and supporting detail together with such attendant comments 
that describe the scope of the work performed. 


Certificate 


Based upon our examination, and subject to the foregoing, 
we hereby certify that, in our opinion, the accompanying com- 
parative balance sheet, statement of transactions in departmental 
accounts, and analysis of change in unappropriated surplus of 
resources properly present the financial condition of the town as 
at January 31, 1955 and the results of its operations for the year 
then ended, in conformity with generally accepted principles of 
municipal accounting.

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COMMENTS 
Cash 


Cash on deposit, in the general fund, has been verified by 
certificate furnished by the Merrill Trust Company. All cash on 
hand at year end closing was verified to have been promptly de- 
posited. A detailed comparison was made of all treasurer’s checks 
with the warrants issued by the Selectmen. 


Tax Receivables 


The assessment of 1953 taxes has beeen proved and compared 
with the Collector’s commitment. A test check of outstanding 
balances has been made by correspondence with tax payers. Real 
estate taxes subject to foreclosed liens has been merged with tax 
acquired real estate recorded as owned by the town. A reserve 
for possible loss in collection of 1952 and prior assessments is set 
up to avoid overvaluation. 

We have added copies of excise tax receipts pre-numbered 
94 to 550, A2326 to A2375, A4176 to A4225, A15351 to A15375, 
A18326 to A18350, and A22976 to A22979, all inclusive, for 1954 
and prenumbered 1 to 125 inclusive for 1955 and the total found 
to be in agreement with receipts issued by the Treasurer. The 
revenue, being unappropriated, has been lapsed to surplus. 


Tax Mortgage Liens 


New tax liens have been examined; costs chargeable to the 
tax payers have been added to, and form a part of, the reconciled 
ledger balance. Collections were examined in detail and recon- 
ciled with subsiduary control. 


Foreclosed Tax Mortgages 


The detail set forth on Schedule 4 is intended to reflect each 
individual transaction and to reveal the results. More properties 
were sold than newly acquired but the total recorded as owned by 
the town is still substantial. 
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Accounts Receivable 


New accounts receivable have been determined by exam- 
ination of departmental and other accounts, the principal items 
being for State Aid Construction and pauper supplies furnished to 
non-residents. Although one item may be difficult to collect, a 
reserve for loss does not seem fully justified this year. 


Capital Reserve Investment 


The investment in the form of securities was determined by 
direct examination; the amounts on time deposit have been veri- 
fied by bank certificates. The earnings from the securities were 
found to have been added to the time deposits. 


Accounts Payable 


The accounts payable have been determined by examination 
of departmental and other accounts. Included is commission to 
the tax collector unpaid only because the last treasurer’s warrant 
was written prior to the final transmittal of tax collections. One 
item cannot be paid until the right to receive the payment is fully 
established. 


Serial Bonds Outstanding 


Cancelled bonds numbered 5, 6, 7 and 8 were found to be on 
hand. The bond and coupon bank account shows the proper zero 
balance. Cancelled coupons were examined. 


Withheld Employee Funds 


The balance for social security is the amount withheld during 
January of 1955 and does not represent any part of the town’s share 
to be paid in April of 1955. The withholdings for income tax and 
teachers’ retirement are now on a prompt transmittal basis instead 
of periodic accrual and the present balance pertains to the prior 
year. We have been unable to obtain a ruling from federal auth- 
orities regarding the disposition of such funds despite repeated 
attempts. 
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Departmental Balances 


The cash recovery from hurricane damage is an advance pay- 
ment only, leaving the incomplete transaction as a continuation 
into the new year; the temporary overdraft forward has the same 
accounting effect as a receivable but the exact extent of recovery 
cannot yet be stated. 


The unexpended balance in State Aid Construction was found 
to be in agreement with State records. The expense so far in- 
curred for compensation and liability insurance was the first and 
estimated premium leaving the possible adjusting premiums un- 
known at year end closing, otherwise the unexpended balance 
would be lapsed. The balances for education have been compared 
with the records of the Superintendent of Schools. 


The overdraft of $1,003.04 for snow removal is attributed to 
a reduction in the voted appropriation from $2,500.00 to $500.00; 
this expense being so unpredictable the usual budget is based on 
the average of several years costs. There appears to be no definite 
need of new tax levies for civilian defense but as an alternative, 
there could be voted authorization to appropriate from surplus 
such minor sums that may be necessary. 


Trust Funds 


Trust fund investments in the form of securities have been 
determined by direct examination; amounts on time deposits have » 
been verified by bank certificates. The cash on demand deposit 
has been verified by certificate furnished by The Merrill Trust 
Company. Trust fund balances, consisting of expendable in- 
come and principal, have been reconciled with the transactions in 
each individual trusteeship. The system of subsiduary control 
used to account for income, received at times identified with in- 
dividual principals and at other times from extensively co-mingled 
investments, has been advantageously used by your Treasurer.

The overdraft in the General Government account may be 
explained by stating that as the tax commitment increases the 
commission of the tax collector increases. Also the salary of the 
sexton was added to the total salary list. In addition to these 
items, we began the painting of the town office, part of which was 
paid for before the books were closed on January 31. 


The appropriation for Union Hall is just about enough to 
meet the operating expenses. It is evident that repairs must soon. 
be made if the hall is to continue in use. The installation of oil 
burners might be advantageous. 


The items in the town garage account are mostly for com- 
pletion of the concrete floor. The building should be painted 
again in the near future. - 


The fire department payroll was the smallest in years. Per- 
haps the people are becoming more careful of fires. 


As the cost of Social Security is higher than anticipated, there 
should be an increase in the appropriation this year.

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REPORT OF THE ROAD COMMISSIONERS 


Work on our town roads had been nearly completed for the 
season and the state had started reconstruction of Mt. Ephraim 
Road, when hurricane Edna destroyed much of what had been 
done and put an end to further construction. The fall months 
were devoted to repair work. 


The town has been reimbursed by the state for one half of 
the estimated hurricane road damage and application has been 
made to the Federal Government for reimbursement of the other 
fifty percent. 


The damage has not been fully repaired, as we have waited 
for the town’s decision on the Smart Bridge. A bridge on the 
Black road also needs replacing, and there is a washout at Sears- 
port Harbor which has not been taken care of. 


The appropriation for Snow Removal should be increased 
this year, as it was necessary to overdraw that account because 
the town did not receive the anticipated amount from the state. 


The town road improvement money from the state was used 
last summer on the turnpike and on the Meadow road (so called) 
near Stockton. 


Next summer it is our plan to put the town road improve- 
ment money on the Porter road, so called, rebuilding it, as far as 
possible with the available money. 


The hurricane damage account in this report shows only 
the cash payments and thus does not include use of the town 
grader or payment for gravel taken from the town pit.

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REPORT OF SEXTON 


It is time for a frank appraisal of the condition of our ceme- 
teries. 


From time immemorial man has set aside sacred ground 
specifically designated as the place of final repose for the deceased 
members of his family and community and has erected monu- 
ments to serve not only as marks of identification, but, that he 
may perpetuate their will to be remembered, and that he may 
pay homage to past generations for his heritage. 


In this practical age, we are prone to consider the future and 
to neglect the past. We forget that communities are molded from 
the combined efforts of past generations; that our spiritual, 
economic, and aesthetic edifices are the direct result of their 
efforts. From them we have inherited our fine community. To 
them we owe a great responsibility. The condition of our ceme- 
teries is a direct gauge of the degree to which we have accepted 
this responsibility. 


A survey of our cemeteries indicates an increasing lack of 
responsibility and a definite trend toward delegation of respons!- 
bility to a very few, resulting in a few well kept lots, a great many 
unkept lots and general disrepair of the cemeteries in general. 


In this time of low investment yield, it is necessary that the 
care of our cemeteries become a community responsibility rather 
than one of a private nature. An appropriation 1s needed to be 
used for the general repair of the cemeteries. A neat and well 
kept cemetery not only reflects community pride, but it becomes 
a definite asset by contributing to the general aesthetic beauty of 
the community in general. 


Evergreen Cemetery 


Due to several large trust funds, this cemetery has adequate 
income to defray the expense of mowing, seeding, grading and 
general repair. 
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Flans have been made to replace a section of the fence each 
year until the old fence is completely replaced. 


Also plans have been made to systematically clean all the 
monuments in the cemetery. 


The work in this cemetery this past year has consisted mainly 
of mowing, seeding and some grading. 


Merrithew Cemetery 


This cemetery has only one trust fund in the amount of fifty 
dollars. 


Trees and bushes have reclaimed most of this old cemetery, 
which contains many valuable monuments and a tomb, to the 
extent that most of the original cemetery is no longer visible. 

An appropriation should be made to restore this cemetery 
before the trees become so large that it will no longer be practical. 


Village Cemetery 


This cemetery has adequate income to defray the expense of 
mowing and some seeding and grading. However, the general 
condition of this cemetery is bad. Many monuments are down; 
the fence is practically non-existent, and the trees need attention. 
Hurricanes Carol and Edna felled several large trees which 
damaged three monuments. Two of the monuments will be re- 
paired by the lot owner. The third monument is beyond repair. 
The road giving access to the cemetery has been washed out twice 
by heavy rains, and the town workmen have cooperated very 
generously in repairing it each time. 


Work in this cemetery has been limited to mowing, some 
seeding and grading, and general cleaning up and repairing. The 
fence on the south side of the cemetery has been temporarily re- 
paired. Small growth around the boundaries has been removed, 
and the new section on the north side has been cleared so that 
future expansion will be less difficult and expensive. 
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There are no funds available for expansion at this time, but 
the present shortage of cemetery lots will demand that funds be 
made available for expansion sometime in the future. 


Elmwood Cemetery 


The Elmwood Cemetery does not have adequate income to 
defray the cost of mowing. The deficit is made up by the assess- 
ment of lot owners. This year we have received a very good 
response to the assessment notices. However, over an extended 
period of time the response to assessment notices can not be ex- 
pected to be as good due to the death of lot owners and separation 
of close family ties. ‘1he assessrr.ent form of income can not be 
considered a good source of future income. 


The water service was not connected this year because of the 
greater expense of mowing due to the heavier than usual rainfall 
this year. It was felt that the expense of this convenience could 
better be used for further improvement of the cemetery in general. 


Fourteen saleable lots have been developed along the west 
boundary of the cemetery and are to be sold only with trust funds. 
The income from these additional funds will help to alleviate the 
financial condition of this cemetery. : 


The fence around this cemetery is in bad condition, but the 
cost of replacement is prohibitive. It is hoped that some replace- 
ment and repair can be made in the future. 


Plans were made to have the bushes cut along the road giving 
access to the cemetery, but hurricanes Carol and Edna kept the 
town workmen busy elsewhere, and they were not able to get this 
work done. 


Many large and valuable monuments are in bad condition 
and are in danger of toppling. All lot owners are urged to inspect 
the monuments on their lots and to repair them in order to avoid 
a much greater expense should they topple over and damage other 
monuments. 
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Bowditch Cemetery 


Due to an accumulation of unexpended income, there are 
adequate funds to maintain this cemetery for a while. 


The trust fund income is not adequate to defray the expense 
of mowing, therefore it is necessary to use some of the accumulated 
reserve each year. Eventually this reserve will be used up and an 
appropriation will be necessary to maintain the cemetery. 


There is no room for expansion, therefore, there is no pos- 
sibility of increasing the income of this cemetery in the future.

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The grand total of 368 shows an increase of 21 pupils over 
last year with an enrollment of 347. There are 9 more elementary 
pupils and 12 more secondary students than there were a year 
ago. It appears that the enrollment will increase at a greater 
rate in the years just ahead. Searsport’s favorable location and 
new industries will inevitably bring more families to the town.

In the elementary schools the salaries listed are required as 
minimum salaries according to the state Minimum Wage Law. 
The law will automatically raise six of these teachers next year. 
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The Maine Teachers Association recently issued a pamphlet 
giving a comparative list of salaries for Maine towns. I have 
selected certain towns which may be compared with Searsport 
and following is this comparison: (The averages include all 
teachers and principals)

This table would seem to show that Searsport is not paying 
salaries as high as many towns which are no more able to pay. 


The town is paying fairly well in the elementary schools, but 
high school salaries should be higher if we are to attract and keep 
strong teachers—teachers who are well-trained and able. 


There is no doubt that the people of Searsport take pride in 
their high school and consciously and sincerely wish this school 
to rate high; therefore, the town should agree to higher salaries. 
This is especially important when your committee and super- 
intendent have vacancies to fill and must compete with other 
towns for replacements. Obviously, towns that pay Pee 
salaries secure the best candidates. 


There is a growing shortage of high school teachers, eesceiatiy 
in the fields of Science and English. Industry and business 
careers offer higher salaries and fewer young men and women are 
choosing teaching for a life’s work. 


Maine salaries continue to look small in comparison with 
those of other teachers in other states and in comparison with 
those of Maine engaged in other occupations, except agriculture. 
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Teaching is still not remunerative enough to attract an adequate 
number of qualified teachers to meet the increasing needs. 


Conveyance 


There are three buses conveying school children and each 
bus makes more than one trip. Below is given bus trips with the 
number conveyed:

Not counting the noon trip of Mr. Seekins, the total number 
conveyed is 213, or 58% of the total enrollment. 


It will be noticed that the. Town bus is now overcrowded; 
and enrollment forecasts would indicate that unless a larger bus 
is placed on this route, state law will compel the Town to act to 
improve the situation. 


Your committee is proposing that the Town purchase a new 
60 passenger bus for use next fall. This would be placed on the 
route of the present bus and the smaller bus would be used on the 
Brock run. 


Figures issued by the state show that a town-operated bus 
costs less than a private contract bus—provided there is a com- 
bination of bus driver and janitor. Figures are given below to 
substantiate this statement for Searsport:

Health 
Milk Program: 


Federal appropriations by the former session of Congress 
have made possible a cheaper price for milk and Searsport child- 
ren are benefiting from this program. The program is sponsored 
by the Lions Club and many more pupils than formerly are re- 
ceiving milk during the school day. 


Fluoride Treatment: 


Last fall the fourth mouth health project involving fifteen 
days was held in Searsport schools. Following are quotations 
from the report of the State Dental Hygienist: 


““A total of 115 children were seen during the program.— 
Of this group, 86 children began the series of four sodium fluoride 
treatments and all but one completed the series. We found 21 
children with truly healthy mouths (about 18%) meaning mouths 
where no decay had occrured or where decay had been controlled, 
for the time being, by dentristry. This percentage is above 
average when compared to the state-wide average.” 
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Observations 


We observe an active and enthusiastic Parent-Teachers 
Association; and we hope the plans for a Lunch Program will 
materialize. 


A discussion before the P. T. A. resulted in changing the 
marking system in grades 4 through 8 from a general manner of 
marking to a system of numerical marking. It appeared that 
parents wished something more specific. 


The demand for either Home Economics or Industrial Arts 
seems to be growing louder. 


Your committee will ask for the inclusion of Driver Education 
in the high school next fall. General opinion throughout the 
state is that this training pays off in better driving among our 
young people. 


Periodical Dancing Classes for the Grammar Grades have 
been enjoyed by pupils and teachers alike. 


At least four of the elementary teachers studied last summer 
at the University of Maine, and thus continued their professional 
growth. 


Waldo Pierce has added to the group of pictures in our schools. 


When new equipment is purchased for your teachers, it is 
not forgotten in the storeroom—it is used effectively in edu- 
cational effort. 


May I conclude with a statement which I often make: it is 
most gratifying to be associated with the schools of a friendly 
town—a town that is making an earnest and cooperative effort 
to improve its schools.

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Superintending 
School Committee: 


Last summer, the school received $30 from the Searsport Jr. 
Extension Association, to be applied toward the purchase of 
blackout curtains. These would be used while moving-pictures 
are being shown. Steps are now being taken to secure these 
curtains. 


I hope that the playground may be drained, leveled and 
seeded some time next summer. This can be done, I believe, 
without a large outlay of money or labor and would add much to 
the facilities of the school. 


The enrollment has increased to 82 in the senior high school 
with the prospect of a still greater increase next year. The grad- 
uating class numbers 14 and the present 8th grade has an enroll- 
ment of 28. 


Storage cabinets are now being built in the laboratory. This 
storage space has been badly needed and money for it was raised 
at the last annual town meeting. 


The new steel fire proof filing cabinet in the office has proved, 
to be both useful and practical. It serves as a storage for the 
visible card index system now in use for the permanent record 
forms, as well as a place for filing letters, and other school records. — 


The purchase of the new mimeograph machine is also ap- 
preciated, as it results in clearer copies as well as being a cleaner 
machine to operate. 


_ The curriculum remains unchanged from last year. Miss 
Strelkoff has been working with other English teachers from this 
area in an effort to establish a more satisfactory course in English 
instruction. This is an attempt to have all high school English 
classes in this part of the state, at least, follow along the same lines. 
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It is gratifying to know that the trustees of the Searsport 
School District are making plans to finish the interior of the shop 
room. When this is done, it will make the room available for 
other purposes although it may not be used as a shop. 


The school has participated in the usual interscholastic 
activities, with reasonable success. The girls basketball team 
this winter has been especially successful, finishing second in the 
league standing. The boys’ team is taking part in the regional 
tournament at the Rollerdrome this month.

It is with a feeling of great satisfaction that I undertake the 
writing of the Annual Report for the town of Searsport. 


It has been a pleasure to work with the Local Health Com- 
mittee, the Fhysician, the Town and School Officials. Through 
them and their desire to give health service to the community, I 
have constantly been stimulated and encouraged to help them 
develop an adequate Health Program for your community. 


Through a series of 5 Child Health Conferences, 60 infant 
and pre-school children made a total of 142 visits to the Con- 
ferences. Home visiting service has continued, a total of 156 
visits having been made. 


Through our special clinic services and other facilities it has 
been possible to secure service for handicapped children, people 
with defective vision, children with a cardiac condition, individuals 
with tuberculosis and their contacts. 


Many of the citizens participated in the community X-ray 
Survey held in Belfast in the spring. 


When a community is as interested in its health problems as 
yours is, there seems to be no limit to the types of services that 
can be rendered. Your Local Health Council is untiring in their 
interest and effort to make your town a better place in which to 
live. 


I wish to express my sincere thanks to the people of Sears- 
port who have made the Health Program such a success this past 
year. I am looking forward, with great anticipation to another 
stimulating and successful year in your community in 1955.
